"The resignation of Chiang’ Kai- 
shek and the break-up of his Gov- 
ernment represent a major event in 
China's history. Go far as foreign 
observers are concerned, the main 
point of interest is whether the 
change is merely another in the 
long series of Chinese political 
squabbles, or whether it will be 
shown to be of deeper significance, 
Time will supply the anawer. Ht 
we were to judge the situation by 
the recent declarations of those who 
have been mainly responsible for 
the dramatic turn which  eventa 
have now take, China is on the 
threshold of an entirely new era, 
which will give her a united and 
representative Government based on 
popular control. But the world at 
lurge has long since come to be 
somewhat sceptical of taking the 
promises of politicians at their face 
vale, whether in the Orient or the 
Occident. Deeds count, not words. 
So it would be foolish to accept the 
latest China development as neces- 
sarily implying that the country’s 
troubles are now all over and every- 
thing henceforth will be plain sall- 
ing. Indeed, there are possibilities 
in the situation of matters becom- 
ing much worse before they get 
better; it would be the height of 
folly to shut our eyes to these. 

Wo suppose it can be said that 
Chiang Kai-shek has fallen because, 
so far os there is in China any 
medium ‘for expressing popular 
opinion, he has lost the: coyifidence 
of the people, Certain fs it that the 
political influences which have been 
directed ngainst him" latterly, 
coupled with the tremendous stu- 
dent activity, made his position un- 
tennble.: Tho complaint on the one 
hand has beon that he has gathered 
too much power to himaclf; on the 
other, that he has not followed 2 
sufficiently - aggressive . policy: to« 

j Wards Japan on the Manchurian 
issue, Ho hag cortainly shown, by

For thnt matter,‘has China yet 


evolved polltically beyond the point 
when some sort of dictatorship ia 
inevitable? Reverting to 
second point, China's policy towards 
Supan {n the present crisia, surely 
it cannot bo reasonably suggested 
that, In her present state, China is 
able to follow n bolder course than 
she has done. ‘To do so would be to 
court disaster. But the student 
element has never becn noted for 
sobriety of thought. x 


What of the future?) We wauld 
that we knew. The professions of 
those who have brought about 
the charge are not to be dis- 
counted 8 mere empty talk. Let 
us be fnir to the extent of credit- 
ing them with sincerity of 
motive. If they can accompliah n 
tithe of the things which they have, 
in reéent declarations, deemed es- 
sential to the well-being of the 
country, they will leave behind them 
a record of value. But we have to 
bear in mind two points, amongst 
othera—that It is always easier to 
criticise than to-do, — and 
that there ure likely to be 
ko many shades of political 
opinion amongst the newcomers 
that it will not be casy to secure 
harmony. In’ particular, will the, 
new Administration be judged 
abroad by the nature of its foreign 
polity, In which connexion the ¢x- 
trality jasue is of outstanding im- 
portance. As to the country's pure- 
ly domestic policy, that is a matter 
which solely concerns the Chinese 
themselves. We would fain hope, 
however, that the momentous events 
now occurring presage a honest at- 
tempt to straighten out the tangled 
skein of China’s natfonal life, whilst 
at the same time betukening a wise 
and helpful foreign policy. The 
opportunities are immense. May 
they be used in the Interests not 
only of China herself, but of the 
world in general. ‘ss * 


America and the League. 


‘ The spontancous and unequivo- 
eal co-operation of the United 
States with the League of Nations 
in finding a solution to the Man- 
churia problem is regarded, in 
Many quarters, as. of far yreater 
importance to the world at large 
than the redolution just passed in 
Paria. Some, indeed, in error, 
hail the action nas the first ‘step 
towards America’s adherence to the 
Lengue. Be that ua it may, coopera- 
tion hns been effected whenever the 
interests of the world are involved, 
Whether America should be Inside 
or outside the League is a matter 
on which there is n difference of 
opinion; but it is difficult to ima- 
gine how there can be any dif-.

Since 
the Lengue.of Nations is, for the 
majority of countrics, the  re- 
coxnized medium ‘of international 
action, it {s necessarily with the 
League of Nations that the United 
States must, In an entergency, work 
for the preservation of peace. Hore 
Is the suggested consultative pact 
to bolater up the Peace Pact in 
action before such a consultative 
pact Is framed. The fact takes 
Precedence of the pact.

C.N.C. AND N.Y. K. IN 
LITIGATION. 


COURSES IN A FOG.}. 


‘Consolidated claims totalling 
$80,654, arising out of a collision 
between’ the 8.6.” Kiangsu (China 
Navigation Company) and the 8.8. 
Tokookn Maru (Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha), formed ‘the subject of an 
action in Admiralty Jurisdiction 
which commenced in the Supreme 
Court this morning, ‘before the 
Chief Justice (Sir Joseph Kemp) 
and the Harbour Master (Hon. 
Commander G.F. Hole, RN. Re- 
thred) as Asseasor, 

The ships came into collision on 
the morning of March 22, 1931, off 
Kowloon Dock Paint: The Chinn 
Navigation Company are claim- 
Ing against the Nippon Yusen Kai- 
sha for $40,000 damages and costs, 
while the Nippon Yuaen Kaisha 
cross-claim for $40,654,

No Dikgpute on Courses. 


Mr. Potter snid he did not think 
the facts would be greatly in dis-

Ship in Fog. 


Under those circumstances the 
distant signal of another ship was 
heard at 7.45 on the port bow, 
the whistle being one lony blast, 
which obviously meant that the 
other ship was in fog.

elusion, which, counsel submitted, 


was the only conclusion he could. 


come to, that the other ship was 
outward-bound, which, in fact, it

Various signals 
were atill heard‘on*the port bow, 
ull of them indicating that she was 
nn outward-bound ship, and none 
Indicating that she was departing 
from the uaual and -proper practico 
of keeping to the starboard side of

Little Warning. 

At about 7.50 a.m., the Japanese 
ahip appeared in sight through tho 
fog at a distance of three to four 
hundred fect, according to the 
other side, and at a distance of 
‘between one to one and a_ half 
enbles, according to the plaintiff.

to the Japanese Consul, Mr, 
Potter said’ that the — ship 
left a Kowloon Wharf at 
710 um. outward-bound — for 
Shanghal, At 7.27 am. the ship 
passed the Clock Tower and stcer- 
ed the usual course for Lyemun 
‘Pass. At 7.43 nm. North Point 
wna south-east by south. threo 
cables off. The Captain altered 
his course to north-cast on ac- 
count of the approach of a fox 
bank, and proceeded slowly, with 
careful attention to the surround. 
ings and blowing the whistle ac- 
cording to the rules. 

Counsel commented they would 
ace later that the whole of the 
misfortune occurred because the 
Tokooka Maru was wholly and con. 
tinually in the wrong fram the 
time, she altered course, because 
that alteration, took her right 
across the fairway, “and we shall 
submit that nothing ean fustify 
that.” 

She continued on that 
right «wp to the time 
collision, , 

At 7.44'the engines Were stopped 
ona ship's fog signals being heard 
on her starboard bow, At 7.48 her 
engines were put full speed astern 
and’ shortly afterwards — the 
collision occurred.

Mr. Potter referred to a para- 
graph in the Japanese Captain's 
report to the Conrul, In which he 
sald, with reference to just before 
the collision, “At that moment the 
headway of our stenmer was 
nearly off,” which, counsel sub- 
mitted, supported plaintiffs con- 
tention that the Japnnese ship had 
headway. ' 

Counce! continued that acts of 
default alleged by plaintift againat 
the defendant Captain were that 
he was on the wrong side of the 
fairway, and that he steered ao 
course across the fairway at a 
time when he must have known by 
the berring of the Kiangsu's 
shennals that an Inward-bound ship 
wes coming in. y 

On hearing ‘the + Kiangsu’s 
aignala the ship should have gone 
over to the sturbonrd side of the 
fairway, or have gone astern, or 
have let ya both anchors and gone 
astern, but she did not observe 
the cautions required by the prac- 
tice of seamen. y 


“Nothing Short of Madness. 


After remarking it was eaky to 
slip inte exaggerated language 
and be, led on by the justice of 
one's own case and the injustice 


of the others, Mr. Potter said he} - 


felt he must say thet the course 
tuken by the Japnunese ship was 
nothing short of madness, as it 
was imperilling not only his own 
ship but alze every other inward- 
bound ship. 

“It is a manoeuvre for whith I 
cannot, although my friend Mr. 
Sheldon may have been more for- 
tunate, find a single authority, 
beeause it involves going broad 
across Lhe fairway inn thick fog.” 

After desinning it as a 
suicidal policy, counsel’ argued 
that the Captain of the Tokooka 
Maru must have known he would 
run into fog before he had crossed 
the fairway, although plaintiff 
thought It likely that he was 
actually in fog when he altered 
his course. 

Hie pursued that . unjustified 
course, although he knew full well 
that an inward-bound ship was 
approaching, os {it was beyond 
doubt that he had_ heard the 
Kiangsu’s signals. Nevertheless, 
he put himself in the position of 
a crossing ship. -” 


’" The Man Who Knew. 


Counsel emphasised that Capt. 
Ritchie could not possibly tell that 
the Tokooka Maru waa a crossing 
ship, but the Japanese Captain 
knew. In addition he knew the 
position of the Kiangsu from her 
signals and that sho was Inward- 
bound.

only be efted that some of tho fine 
buainesa buildings, - includfng one 
of the handsomest thentres of the 
Islands, ss well as a number of the 
most distinguished — private re- 
sideneca in this City, represent the 
Chinese mody of architecture. In 
aupport of the contention that the 
people of Chinese blood are, loyal 
to the United States it may be ree 
culled that during the World War 
a large number of young men of 
the race served in the army, many 
of them overseas. and = that two 
Yaland Chinese boys were killed in 
action. (My own son, Alfred T. 
L.' Yap, was the first Chinese- 
American soldier to go to France, 
crossing on the “Leviathan” with 
12,000 other American troops on the 
first trip of that ship as a trans. 
port.) 


They have a decp interest in the 
welfare of China but thelr material 
and cultural cleavage to the United 
States is unquestioned. They own 
property [n the islands assessed for 
tuxntion purposes at $18,000,000. 
They are, to a Jarge extent, home- 
owners, and they are an integral 
part of the social and relisious life 
of the Territory, 


Educational Work. 


Essentially home-loving, — they 
tuke great pride in their houses and 
lands, and some of the most beauti- 
ful of Honolutu's homes and gardens 
are owned by Chinese. They are 
firm in their determination to give 
thelr children every possible educa. 
tional advantage, and to this end 
they are willing to make great 
sacrifices, They have, [ think, to

Religious Activities, 


The religious activities inelude 
active participation in the work of 
all the Christian churches of the 
Territory, Roman Catholic, Episeo-

the first Chinese in the Islands to 
embrace Christianity was Siu 
Tlung, or S. HH. Ahecong, as he was. 
also known, who was converted in 
the early sixties. 

In 1868 he was licensed by the 

Board of Missions to 
to the Chinese of 
and he proved, to 
be oan eloquent and — untir- 
ing teader, Later, a school for 
the teaching of Christinnity among 
the members of the race, was 
established by the Bethel Mission, 
of which Father Damon, of blessed 
memory, was chaplain, the Inte Mr. 
Dunseombe being the principal, and 
to number of ita students, were 
baptived. They afterwards formed 
the nucleus of the Fort Street 
Chinese Church. [| was the first 
Chincse infant'baptized in Hawaii. 

Frank W. Damon,'son of Father 
Damon, was Superintendent of the 
Chinese mission from 1881 until his 
death in 1916,-and was greatly be- 
loved by all who worked with him. 
The Fort Street Chinese Church 
had a continuous service from 1881 
until 1927. At the latter date the 
huilding was found to be too old and 
inadequate for the purpose and a 
site was purchased on South King 
Street, opposite McKinley High 
School, the land costing $76,000. 
The Church edifice proper repre- 
sents ait outlay of $60,000; the pipe 
organ $12,000; the auditorium 
$12,000: and the Parish House, 
Sunday School and apartment build- 
ings $9,000, making a total of 
$168,000, Here was erected the 
present beautiful structure, follow- 
ing Chinese lines of architecture, 
which is not only admirably adapted 
to religious purposes but is also 6 
distinct ornament to the City. 


China’s Political Affairs. 


The Chinese community had Jong 
had and is now taking an_ in- 
creasing intereat in political affairs 
here. It was my privilege to be 
the first Chinese to serve In an of- 
ficial government post, having been 
commissioned Inspector of Elections 
by Governor Gearge R. Carter, in 
1905. At the present time, while 
members of the race do not vote 
np a Dloc, und are equally active 
in Republican and Democratic 
partics, they are making  them- 
selves felt in the government of the 
Territory. :

lower dam, and !s capable of de- 
Hvering some 2 million gallons per 
day. 


In 1918 when Sir Henry . May 
declared the Tytam Tuk Reservoir 
scheme open for public service, he 
congratulated. the engincers on 
adding a further 1,419 milllon 
gallons storage for the City water 
supply, and hoped that the exten- 
sion would meet the demands of the 
City for the next 16 years. The 
total storie of the Island was then 
2,118 million gallons and the total 
storage for Kowloon was 3862 
million ghilons. To-day the total 
storage of Hongkong is 2,388 
million gallons and of Kowloon 688 
million gallons in addition to which 
1,000 million gallons per annum is 
obtainable from the Shing Mun 
River. 


The completion of the Aberdeen 
Dam brings us to the end of an- 
other ‘stage in the Waterworks ex- 
tensions which have been in pro- 
reas aince the completion of the 
Tylam ‘Tuk Seheme and waich: to- 
gether have resulted in am augee + 
mentation to the Colony’s water 
supply to even a greater extent 
than was obtained by that project. 


Hecent: Extensions, 


Without going into much detail 
and quoting distracting figures, 1 
propose to very brielly review the 
Waterworks extensions that have 
taken place in recent years. After 
increasing the catchment mnreas of 
the Kowloon Reservoir by the ex- 
tension to the Beacon Lill cateh- 
witer, the Sheldipul Reservoir was 
constructeil- this necessitated — the 
removal of the village to the Shatin 
Valluy- and the old Kowloon filters 
were enlarged. ‘Then followed 
What is known as the First Section 
of the Shing Mun Scheme Cneces- 
sitating the removal of the Shing 
Mun Villages to Kum ‘Tin and other 
localities). This First Section 
consixts of an Intake tluam in the 
Shing Man I fram which (he 

ter is conveyed by a series. of 
colts and tunnels ty dhe Re -ep- 
tion Reservoir which supplies the 
new mechanical filters and then 
passes into the Sheldipui filtered 
water service reservoir connected 
via Pipers [all Reservoir with the 
Kowloon supply. The next work to 
be constructed was the  Byewash 
Reservoir which is capable of stor- 
Ing the overflow water from both 
the Kowloon Reservoir and from 
tle Shing Mun Valley, This Re- 
servoir is nm very useful connect- 
ing link of the two systems 
although it hag been referred to by 
one Hon, Member of the Legislative 
Council ag the Eyewash Reservoir. 


SuMecient has been said to show 
that the Kowloon Water Supply 
Scheme is a very complicated affair 
and it is gratifying to learn from 
the Consulting Engineers who have 
lately visited and surveyed and ex- 
amined the scheme as a_ whole, 
that they consider the works have 
heen well and economically Inid out. 
This is a great satisfaction to the 
Government and reflects the 
greatest eredit upon the engineers 
concerned. Wo all know that for 
years before these «schemes 
materialised that both Mr. Hender- 
son and Mr. Purves spent = much 
time in exploration work which de- 
manded the agility of a mountain 
goat apart from the necessary 
engincering knowledge. 


Water From Mainland. 


The Kowloon supply having been 
augmented it wag possible to pro- 
coed with the Cross Harbour Pipe 
and this was made available to in- 
crease the City supply in 1930. In 
connexion with this extension ao 
Service Reservoir is now being con- 
atructed in the Botanical Gardens. _ 


The Second Section of Shing 
Mun Scheme now remains to be 
undertaken. This involves the con- 
struction of a much larger dam 
than any at present attempted in 
the Colony; the height of the dam 
will be 200 feet and the Reservoir 
when completed will contain 8,000 
million gallons—about twice the 
capacity of the Tytam Tuk Roser- 
voir. In view of the magnitude of 
this work it ls mow under con- 
alderation by the Consulting Eng- 
ineers in ‘accordance with the 
instructions of the Secretary of 
State. Other portions of this 
acheme such as smaller reservoirs 
and catchwaters will still remain to 
be undertaken departmentually. 


The. Hongkong. water supply fs 
not less intricate than that of the 
mninlund and the storage capacity 
of the. Island Reservoirs was first 
augmented in a similar manner by 
the construction of catchwatera and 
this system of increasing the catch- 
ment arcis is till to be continued 
in connexion with the Tytam Tuk 
and Aberdeen Reservoirs. When it 
became evident that further stor- 
rage reservoirs would be. necessary 
aftor considering all othor projects, 
it was decided that’ tho most econo- 
mical site would be in the Aberdeen 
Valley. 


Last Teland Reservoir. 


Abordeon is probably the last 
reservoir of any considerable size 
which will. be.built on the Island

A note of warning 
might well be sounded with regard 
to the waste of water which {a 
ityain taking place in the City of 
Victoria, From the report on the 
Census for 1931 it will) be seen 
that while Kowloon consumes 20 
gallona por head the Island con- 
Bumes 33.76 gallons per- head. 
Making allowances” for higher 
pressures, und the datly visits of 
our neighbours from the maininnd, 
there is no doubt that there is a 
very considerable waste of water 
in Hongkong particularly in’ the 
riager main districta where there 
is normally an unlimited free 
supply. Unless payment - for ex- 
cesa consumption can be yrenerally 
enforced there ix no incentive to 
the conservation of the water sup-. 
ply. The dntroduction of untver- 
sal meterage is becoming more 
and more essential, and unless this 
method of prevention of waste Is 
adopted the unsatisfactory periodi- 
cal restrictions of the supplies to 
the rider main districts must con- 
tinue, 


Drought Warntng. 


No appreciable fresh’ water 
supply has ever been artificially 
obtained to mect the full require- 
ments of large towns or cities and 
most parts of the world are still 
entirely dependent upon rainfall 
for their water supply, Hongkong 
is no exception as was proved by 
the severe drought of 1929 At 
that time the supply of water in 
storage fell to 141 million gallons 
and the water supply had te be 
supplemented by watertransported 
from the mainland and by supplies 
obtained from passing ships ‘from 
distant ports. The drought was 
the most severe ever recorded, the 
rainfall being only' 37.27 inches 
for the 12 months ending 30th 
June, 1929 as. against an average 
annual rainfall of about 85 inches, 
at one. time it seemed. that tan- 
kers would have to be purchased 
for the transport of water to the 
Colony. All local sources were 
failing and a very scrious position 
was only just averted when rain 
fell in July, 1929 after an almost 
continuous. drought of 9 months. 
I am gind to see Mr. Williamson 
here to-day for it was through his 
strenuous cfforts amongst othera 
that our supply was augmented 
from the foreign ports and he was 
at that time able to obtain an offer 
of n Tanker at a very reasonable 
cost, This Aberdeen reservoir 
contains enough water to fill about 
150 such Tankers. Luckily. this 
expensive method of obtaining 
water was averted ‘by nature com- 
ing to the rescue and ending the 
drourht,

Governor's Reply. 


Replying, His Excellency said: 

So many reservoirs, dams and 
other works of like nature, have 
been constructed in Hongkong 
that it has not been usual to have 
formal openings of them all’ J 
yielded, however, to Mr. Creasy’s 
well known persuasiveness and 
agreed to a formal opening on this 
occasion, in view of the fact that 
the construction of this dam com- 
pletes.a very important stage in 
the waterworks programme and, 
as Mr. Creasy has stated, this In 
probably the last reservoir of any 
considerable size which will be 
constructed on the island. 


My complacency has been re- 
warded in that the history and de- 
scription of this work have been 
so adequately dealt with in the 
souvenir and in the spcoch of the 
Diroctor of Public Works that 
there is little left for me to say. 
I congratulate the Director and 
his officers on the successful con- 
struction of this dam and _reser- 
voir, und cspecially do I con- 
gratulate Mr. Henderson, who has 
been mainly responsiblo for the 
design ond supervision. I also 
congratulate Captain Ede and his 
Company in having completed this 
work ao sntisfactorily in spite of 
the various diMculties encoun- 
tered. 


Having been a Municipal Pre- 
sident for over cight yeara’ in 
Malaya, I am able to appreciate 
the difficulties connected with 
water supply, but our difficulties 
there. were Hghter than thoy 
are here. Although occasional 
droughts occur in parts of Malaya, 
there ia usually sufficiont water to 
be obtained from somewhere, and 
tho trouble of floods is a rreater 
problem than drought. -

Kowloon Inerense, 


J understand that, when my: pre- 
decessor Sir Henry May opened 
the new dam‘at Tytam’ Tuk. he 
read a homily on the evils of in- 
temperance. [ do not know how 
far it wan justified, but judging by 
the incrense in water consumption, 
it looks ax if hin advice had borne 
fruit. Ispecially does thia ap- 
pear to be go on Hongkong island. 
Whether the people in Kowloon 
are what are called “harder 
cases,” or whether they prefer 
their whiskey less diluted, I am 
not prepired to say. I faney, 
however, that the Club bar re- 
ceipts In both places show con- 
sidernble reduction. i 


Seriously, T must support the 
Director of Public Works in his 
warning against waste of water, 
We shall, I am conyinced, be able 
tu mect legitimate consumption 
when the Shing Mun acheme is 
completed, but we cannot under- 
take to provide for untimited 
waste. When I first became 
Municipal President in Penang, 
the consumption was enormous, 
amounting to 734 millions & day. 
By the introduction of a sliding 
scale, under which the greater the 
consumption the greater: was the 
rate charged, the consumption 
was reduced in two or three years 
to some 4,900,000 gallons. There 
is no doubt that this reduction 
was' due to .the people avoiding 
unnecessary waste when they 
found they had to pay fairly 
heavily for it. If the consumption 
proves too high here, it muy be 
necessary to introduce a somewhat 
similar system. 


T have promised the Sectas 
of State to make the water system 
in the Colony self supporting, and 
ia order to carry this out, unives- 
sal meteraye is essential. | Con- 
siderable progress has already 
been mate in the installation of 
moters, and the work steadily con- 
tinues. 


The Colony owes a great debt to 
those engincers'who have worked, 
and are still working, so hard and 
ably to provide what is.one of the 
essentials af life, and it is for 
those who benefit thereby to show 
their gratitude by not making the 
dificulties any greater. 


T have much pleasure in formal- 
ly declaring this reservoir open.

IRREGULARITY OF MOTION 
ARGUED, 


The Full Court ~ composed of 
the Chief Justico (Sir Joseph 
Kemp) and Mr, Justice Lindscll 
reserved its decision in the mo- 
tion moved by Mr. R. C. H. Lim for 
lcave to appeal against no judg- 
ment.delivered by the Puisne 
Judgo- (Mr. Juatica Lindsell), 
when arguments were heard in 
connexion with the motion yeater- 
day. 


Originally the Ip Tuen Tait 
Shing Company, No. 147, Pel Ho

The students then proceeded to 
the Central Party Headquarters, 
where a very important mecting 
of the Government and Party 
leaders waa holding a conference 
in connexion with the resignation 
of General Chiang Kai-shek. 


Police Guards Dlsarmed. 


The bullding is situated in a 
large walled courtyard. The stu- 
dents rushed the court entrance, 
smashed windows and disarmed 
the police guards. 

Retaining the police rifles, the 
students rushed across the court- 
yard towards the main building, 
The police at the main entrance 
fired into the air temporarily halt. 
ing the students, who shouted 
their demands to see General 
Chiang Kai-shek, 

General Chen Ming-shu, the 
noted Canton leader appenred to 
explain that Chiang Kai-shek wna 
¢ngaged in very important dell. 
berationa, 

The students, enraged, attacked 
and slightly Injured Chen Ming- 
shu. 

They also opened fire with the 
police rifles on the police guard. 
ing. the main entrance, who re- 
plied, 

Student Injured. ‘ 

More than thirts shots were 
fred. One student was injured, 
Up to the present three arrests 
have been made. 

A_hindred police relnforce- 
ments have arrived nt the acenc. 
The students still surround — the 
ruilding cutting off —communien- 
tions, but it is understood that 
the conference is continuing its 
deliberationa.—Renter,

Students attempted to carry off

Inspector John © Murphy, ‘who 
prosecuted for the Sceretariat of 
Chinese Affairs, stated that sick- 
ness and ablect poverty bad caused 
the widowed mother to sell the girl 
through a go-botween who was not 
in custody, The two other accused 
were a young married woman 
living at 8, Wo Hop Strect and a 
man who was her uncle. The 
former bought the girl after her 
relative had been nppronched by 
the go-between. 


A sum of $120 changed hands, 
and it- would be pleaded that the 
money represented a mortgage by 
which the girl was pledged until 
the mother could get well enough 
to -work nnd redeem her, The 
S.C.A., Btated Inspector Murphy, 
recognized the — special -circum- 
atances in favour of the mother in 
the case, but at the same time tt 
had to be stressed, for the benefit 
of others, that such transactions 
were highly oncdesirable, no matter 
what objects they served, 


In this instance, the prosecution 
was taken up upon a complaint 
received by the Society for the Pro- 
tection of Children and after the 
Attarney General bad been eon. 
sulted.
